A Chill From Mr. Vishinsky 


Russia yesterday threw a dash of cold 
water on whatever hopes Westerners had 
that an amicable agreement could be 
worked out in regard to the future of Ger- 
many. 

Mr. Vishinsky’s emphatic “No” to pro- 
posals of the West for a unified Germany 
may indicate that the high point of agree- 
ment at the Paris Conference was reached 
on the first or second day when the Soviet 
Foreign Minister was smiling affably in 
all directions. This geniality came in the 
midst of discussions of an agenda for the 
Conference and not the issues. 

Last Saturday Britain, France and the 
United States proposed that Russia join 
her zone of occupation to the West Ger- 
man State under terms of the Bonn Con- 
stitution, which guarantees individual lib- 
erties and free elections. Four-power con- 
trol over all Germany would be adopted, 
but the veto would be eliminated. 

This plan came as no surprise. It fol- 
lowed almost precisely the advance re- 
ports. In offering it, the West simulta- 
neously turned down a suggestion by Mr.

Vishinsky that the Allied Control Council 
be re-established. This Council broke 
down long ago, chiefly because of the Rus- 
sian veto and obstructionist tactics.

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Likewise, personal income by the fourth 
quarter of this year may be down to a yearly 
rate of some $203,000,000,000. representing 
a drop of about 7.7 percent from the peak of 
$219.800,000,000 last year. But that would 
be only a moderate decline. Personal in. 
come provides the key to the volume of con- 
sumer spending that may be expected and the 
volume of retail trade. 


Here is the way the United States News & 
World Report sizes up the situation after a careful 
analysis of the outlook: “Personal spending trend 
now suggests total consumer spending of $171, 
» 700,000,000 for this year . . . down only modestly 
‘from 1948. Personal spending last year. added 
up to $177,700,000,000. Volume of goods moved 
and of services rendered, however, may be just 
as large as last year. Lower prices will simply 
reduce the dollar value of sales. All in all, there 
are few indications that 1949 will be a bad year 
for U. S. business.” 3 

The publication goes on to say that the major 
difference now indicated is that this year will 
be a year of declining trends, while last year was 
a year of climbing trends. “When the figures are 
added up,” it said, “the totals are not expected 
to be very different.”

Homestead Exemption 


Editor Constitution: I trust that the Tax 
Revision Committee will, in all of its work, bear 
in mind how closely our system of taxation is 
related to our standard of citizenship. In the 
early 1930s, | saw old homesteads sold for taxes, 
some them in the third and fourth genera- 
tions the same family. In doing that, the 
State was slowly destroying itself. 

All we now have in our system of govern- 
ment that is worth preserving was created by 
homeowners; and, if it survives, it will be main- 
tained by homeowners or by their descendants 
of the same type of chafacter. Gypsies, floaters, 
wanderers—even tenants—have never yet cre 
ated a worth-while government or even main- 
tained one they inherited or captured. And they 
never will. 

If Georgia is ever to raise sufficient revenue 
to cease being a backward State, a general sales 
tax is inescapable. Yet, if submitted to a refer- 
endum, alone, no general sales tax law will ever 
become of force in this State. 

If submitted to a referendum as a constitu- 
tional amendment, in connection with a proper 
homestead exemption law, it may, and should, be 
ratified. A general sales tax is not wholly bad. 
A proper homestead exemption law will receive 
overwhelming approval. Tied together, both will 
likely win.

They kept the audience at a distance and 
their art on an impersonal plane. When a 
witticism died a comedian like to died with 
it instead of passing it off with some lame 
and sorry shop talk about his gag writer. 
But Collier, Hitchcock and Tinney were most- 
ly musical comedy men, not vaudevilliians, 
except in occasional ventures between big 
productions. The big stars looked down on 
vaudeville. although when you remember 
that Bernhardt played vaudeville before she 
got through, you have to admit that the best 
of them succumbed. 


Berle may not know it himself but he is a 
lot like the English politicians who succeed or 
fiop under a rule quite strange to us which per- 
mits heckling by the audience and absolutely 
requires the candidate to top the hecklers’ in- 

Wits or turn aside serious questions with flashes 
ef wit in the style of Jimmy Walker. I was told 
that in his oncoming days David Lloyd George 
was absolutely redoubtable at repartee and I 
knew a preacher around London who used to 
hold forth at Hyde Park corner on politics and 
just about everything who claimed that he 
eouldn’t be topped. Of course, his humor was 
English and we would have thought it terribly 
corney, but anyone who listens to the stuff that 
gonees for comedy on our radio and at unbe- 
evable prices and lays the vast unseen audience 


of Americans in the aisles had better think twice 


before passing any cracks 
This English toleration of conduct in poli- 
tics, which in sports they would call barracking 
and repudiate as contemptible, is a strange in- 
consistency of theirs and points up an equally 
strange paradox in our code. We are indignant, 
in fact, scared, when someone breaks in on the 
stilted and evasive bloviations of important can- 
didates for office. In the case of the late 
Roosevelt a heckler would have been torn to 
gory shreds on the spot for lese majeste or 
blasphemy. But in baseball, our national game 
next to craps, we have always regarded abusive 
remarks to the players as part of the game. 


Actually, vaudeville never did die but evo- 
luted with the times and moved out of its old 
theaters into speakeasies and gambling houses 
which could pay crazy prices for comics, dancers, 
and so forth, to draw customers to their tables 
and wheels. The standards certainly were 
dropped in this process because an audience 
which is more or less plastered, and usually 
more than less. is not exacting as to either art 
or taste. 


In the old days, burlesque was regarded 
as a disreputable form of entertainment. Re- 
spectable ladies never went and respectable 
gentlemen, when they did go, turned up their 
collars and snuck in. It was a little gamey 
for the times, at that, but many of the jokes 
that have been discoursed as humor for 
mixed audiences of the carriage trade at our 
big casinos in the resorts in the last 20 years 
would have brought the cops to Sam T. 
Jacks or the Folly or the Trocadero. 


Some of our most successful intimate enter- 
tainers just can’t come out of the sewer, but 
we must like their material because they go on 
and on. That never was so in vaudeville. The 
head office would cancel your time and you 
would walk back. In between, we got the strip 
show and one of the New York Congressmen 
tried to represent this as a new American art 
form when the fact was that it was the foulest 
corruption ever offered. A number of persons 
identified with the vilest of these institutions 
were discussed seriously as artists of integrity 
and even quoted in some columns on social and 
political matters, but it is the history of the 
stage that actors, singers, jesters and all such 
are vagabonds. It was not entirely by their 
choice that they kept apart from the public until 
very recent years, but by the force of an ancient 
ostracism. An editor would have been as likely 
to consult a keeper of some disorderly place as 
an actor on political issues. The change which 
has endowed them with a grant of intelligence | 
or wisdom has wrought no better effect than 
confusion of public opinion and degradation of 
political and personal morality.
